MINISTRY OF ENVIRONMENT AND FORESTS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 18th February, 2005 

S.O. 281(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 23 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 
(29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby delegates the 
nowers vested in it under mention 9 of the said Act to the 
Chairman, State Pollution Control Boards, as given in the 
Table below, to issue directions to any industry or any 
local or other authorities for the violations of the standards 
and rules relating to bio-medical waste, hazardous 
chemicals, industrial solid waste and municipal solid waste 
including plastic waste notified under the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986, subject to the conditions that the 
Central Government may revoke such delegation of powers 
or may itself invoke the provisions of section 5 of the said 
Act, if in the opinion of the Central Government, such as 
course of action is necessary in the public interest:—
